Amendments Improve Bill. 


In the house bill many of the para- 


graphs of the president's bill, which so 
clearly revealed a purpose to aid the 
railroads at the expense of the public, 
have disappeared and new provisions 
which, while not as drastic as the 
public interests should demand, have 
been placed In the bill. 


These provisions are of a character 


which would give 
wider authority 


over the railroads hy the Interstate 
Commerce commission. 


Under the terms-of the house, bill 


capitalization shall be based upon the 
actual value of the railroad properties 
and In case of 
the 
reorganization 


of roads the Issuance of new stocks 
and bonds shall be restricted to the 
amount which the 
Interstate Com- 


merce commission shall determine to 
be the actual value of the property. 
This Is a partial recognition of the 
necessity of valuation. It does not 
go as far Senator La FoIIette. who 
proposes that the properties of rail- 
road companies shall be valued for

FIND ANTS_OF GREAT VALUE 


Scientists Use Small Insects to Aid 


Them In Their Fossil In- 


j 
vestigatior.s. 


. Paleontolosical members 
of 
the 


United States geological survey have 
hit on a unique scheme for the collec- 
tion of small fossil bones In certain 
parts of the west. The mammals from 
which the bonea are derived are pret 
ty generally distributed, but are never 
abundant, and on account of their 
small ' size Ire seen with difficulty. 
They may be more frequently found In 
what are locally known as -blow- 
outs," and are almost alvrayr asso- 
ciated with garilke scales and teflh, 
and teeth and bones of other fish, 
crocodiles, lizards and small dinosaurs. 
These remains are _ freqeeptly 
to 


abundant In "blow-outs" as to attract 
attention easily. 
.

When such a place Is foncd, careful 


search Is almost always, rewarded by 
th« discovery of a few Jaws and teeth 
of mammals. This has been known 
for a long time, bat It was only more 
recently that It was discovered that 
a certain ipccies of ant, fn excavating 
Its burrows and In collecting material 
from and beneath the surface, bringJ 
together great 
cumbers of small 


stones with which to build the Email 
hemispherical hillocks from one to 
two feet in diameter. In and beneath 
which It constructs Its subterranean 
chamber*. Anywhere In the region at 
a favorable' locality among this ag- 
gregation of pebbles, a considerable 
number of small fossil teeth ahd Jaws, 
fish scales, small vertebrae, etc, will 
always be found, and all the paleon- 
tologist had to do was to sift an ant 
hill through an ordinary four sifter 
to supply himself with abundant -ma- 
terial. . 


The next step came when some en- 


terprising sluggard . wishing to sam- 
ple an antless region with little effort, 
followed Scripture, and went literally 
to the ant He deliberately "aowed- 
the place with ants which he brought 
from several miles away. The ants 
'established colonies, built hllU and

U1L This particular locality, which 
Is In Wyoming.'has proved almost In- 
exhaustible, having yielded several 
thousand Isolated teeth ard Jawi of 
the diminutive mammals. Paleontolo- 
gist! generally, thefore. owe a debt cf 
no Incontlderabl* gratitude to the ant 
la making known the wealth of tmall 
mammals and other diminutive ver- 
tebrates .that Inhabited the region la 
ancient times, and the Biblical Injcnc-
